education budget in Louisiana, with an estimated 32% of further cuts coming next 
year as a result of the loss of federal stimulus funds; and 

Whereas, Northwestern State University has taken over $10 million in budget cuts in the 
last two years; and 

Whereas, one of the reasons that higher education receives a number of budget cuts is 
due to the fact that Louisiana’s state constitution makes it difficult to make 
funding cuts to areas other than higher education and healthcare; and 

Whereas, in order to prevent further cuts, higher education should receive constitutional 
protection in order to spread the burden of budget cuts evenly across all state 
operations; and 

Whereas, the students, faculty, and administration of Northwestern State University have 
expressed the desire for such constitutional protection, and have become weary of 
the many budget cuts, which have damaged our academic programs, campus 
safety and atmosphere, athletic funding, and funding for all of the arts. 

Therefore let it be resolved, that the Student Government Association comply with the 
will of the Northwestern State University student body and hereby request from 
Louisiana Representatives, specifically District 23 Representative Rick Nowlin 
and District 31 Senator Gerald Long, that the necessary protections be proposed 
to the Louisiana Legislature during the next session, in order that higher education 
may be protected constitutionally from further cuts. 

Therefore, let it further be resolved, that the Student Government further entreat from 
all Louisiana officials, including U.S. Senator Mary Landrieu, U.S. Senator David 
Vitter, Treasurer John Kennedy, Speaker of the House Jim Tucker, President ot 
the Senate Joel Chaisson, and Governor Bobby Jindal, that necessary protections 
be given to higher education both at the state and the federal level.
